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GOLD AND STERLING 


The question of whether, , and. 
if so, when, Britain should return 
to the gold standard is still form- 
ing the subject of controversy at 
Home, but the general impression 
‘appears to be that no 
ought to be taken at present 
about the future value of sterling 
in terms either of gold or dollars. 
This is based on the point ‘that 
yet. knows, and cannot 
know, what the future value of 
either gold or dollars in terms of 
goods is likely to be. One authori- 
ty thinks that Britain can reasona- 
bly seek to manage the American 
exchange so as to prevent: un- 
necessiry short-term fluctuations 
and work in with the American 
nuthorities in bringing “reflation” 
about, holding that such a_ policy 
awill be mutually beneficial. But 
he feels that no long-term decisions 
about the value of sterling should 
be made for some time to come. 

There is every possibility that 
in the course of Britain’s experi- 
ments in short-term currency 
management a method will be hit 
upon which will make permanent- 
ly unnecessary any return to the 
gold standard in the old sense. 
In the . past, the strongest part 
of the case in favour of the gold 
standard was based 6n the argu- 
ment that, in the interests of trade, 
the relative values of national 
currencies ought to be nearly 
enough known in advance to enable 
buyers and sellers of goods across 
national frontiers to make reliable’ 
estimates of their recoipts in rela- 
tion to thelr costs of production. 
This need; however, could be met 
sufficiently for most - purposes if 
the short-term fluctuations of the 
exchahges could bo. kept within 
narrow limits, as they wore under 
the gold standard.. A similar 
policy of short-term. stabilisation 
of the exchanges, combined with 
the power to vary them in accord- 
ance With changes in long-term 
forces, could“be pursucd—as it 
will presumably he puraued now 
;with the. afd of the Exchange 
Equalisation -Fund—without — re- 
turning to the. gold’ standard. at

I THINK it is undoubted that 

people are asking—especially 
thoughtful young peoplo—that the 
Church ‘srould restate in clear and 
definite fashion. what its creed is, 
and what intellectual and moral de- 
mands it makes upon those who join 
its fellowingship.. 

This statement of creed, it is 
said, should be given in clear, sim- 
ple, untechnical. and~ unequivocal 


terma—in other words, the Church's | ° 


creed should bo both: simplified and 
modernised, The,question is—Can 
this be dono with gain.or, at least, 
without ‘serious loss? are 

‘ One must remember, of course, 
that there {s such a thing asa 
“false simplicity.” No one, for 
instance, can ‘make Einstein's 
Theory of Relativity cither simple 
or easy. In the same way, no one 
can make a doctrine of Divine Pro- 
vidence or a theory of the Atone- 
ment a mere matter for babes. In 
tho last resort, anyone joining the 
Church ja expected to think as well 
as believe! To talk of _ making 
abstract thinking. about God, the 
universe, and:the human soul either 
“simple” or “easy” is merely non- 
sense. In other words, one cannot 
simplify big things beyond a cer- 
tain point without altering, their 
quality. . 

Further, 1 hope that this modern 
ery for a simplified creed does not 
spring from any foolish. objection’ 
to a creed as such. A creed-is only 
arranged, ordered, and codified 
thinking. If we have any thinking 
at all, we neuat define and delimit it, 
Some people-seem to rear up aginst 
creeds, in religion while they de- 
mand, them imperiously everywhere 
elsc—say, in politics, philosophy, 
cvonomics, and ethics. A politician, 
for instance would not have 2 dop’s 
chance with his constituency unless 
he had a detailed) programme, or 
What we enll “a platform.” But 
what is 2 creed except the Church’s 
programme and platform?. A 
Church: without 2 definite creed of 
some: kind would not be an or- 
ganii but only a-kind of chaos!

With this said, F agree that a 
modernised and simplified creed is 
fully justified. The present creeds 
of the Chureh represent the mental 
thinking of the fourth or fifth cen- 
turies—and this is the twentieth. 
Besides, in any case, a creed ought 
to be fluid, if the promise of the 
Holy Spirit is true that He will lead 
us into all truth, The argument 
for change or revisal muy be briefly 
summarised as follows :— ; 

1. Our present erceds are diverse

2..They are antiquated in form 
and expression as well as in

3. They are naturally coloured by 
the philosophical terms -and--ideas 
of their own day, now largely dis- 
carded.

5. They were designed, unfor- 
tunately, not to make a simple state, 
ment to include-and excommunicate 
doubtful people. Indeed, the saddest 
thing in Church history is that our 
creeda and confessions were evolved 
in some desperate crisis of conten- 
tion as much to exclude and de- 
nounce antagonists as to include all

Back to Apostolic Simplicity. 


In the early apostolic days, avery 
simple test or creed was demanded 
trom those who joined tho Christian 
fellowship. That creed fs reflected 
in various passages in the New 
Testament. It ran something like 
this:—"Do you own Jesus 08 
Lord?” Only in later days,’ with 
tho rise of various heresies and the 
impact of pagnn philosophy, was 
this simple formula defined, ampti- 
fied, and theologised. . 

Personally, I should have no 
hesitation 
simple creed. Christ's only test to 
Peter was, “Lovest thou Me?” 
Jesus did not ask a disciple to have 
fixed and precise notions about Him 
before He asked the man to follow ~ 
Him, Some people may reply that 
such a simple test would Icave too . 
much room for radical and crucial . 
differences within the communion. 
But I submit two things:— 

1.'That there ought to be room 
for the exercise of Christian intel- 
ligence on ull intellectual concerns 
where difference is natural, 

2. If = man loves Jesus, follows 
Him, and owns Him as Lord 
have no business to say that he has 
no part in Him, even if he docs not 
regard Jesus exactly as I do. 

It is truce that our Lord asked, © 
“Whom aay ye that J am?” but He 
did not make. the answer to that 
question a test of orthodoxy. Dis- 
cipleship with Jesus wag rather a 
kind of spiritual: life than a kind 
of intellectual: uniformity!

MOTOR VESSELS |: 


A REVOLVER DUEL 


DISTRICT WATCHMAN DIES 
IN HOSPITAL 


A stand up duel ‘with revolvers 
closo range between two dia- 
trict watchmen attached to the 
Sceretarint for Chinese Affairs and 
detailed for duty in the Western 
District culminated in both . men 
boing removed to hospital during 
tho carly hours of yesterday mor- 
ning. One had a pullet wound in 
the abdomen and dicd during the 
afternoon. 7 

The occurrence created 4 scnsa- 
tion in the district shortly after 
mid-night when shots were fired in 
rapid .suocession in Des -Voeux 
Rond, at its junction with Western 
Street, immediately below the No. 
7 Police Station. 

Police officers 
immediately rushed out and 
one of the two men 
gravely wounded. 

Tho Police are pursuing their en- 
quirics ‘into the ‘affair and up. to 
the present little 
actually took place between the ‘two 
men, It was whilst they were 
changing duties that the shooting 
started. 

Lai Chuen, District Watchman 
No. 60, had been on patrol in the 
Western District from G p.m, on 
Saturday and was due to be reliev- 
ed at, mid-night by Shiu Kwan- 
chiu, "District Watchman No. 99, 
who was to patrol the district tm- 
til G am. when he was to be re- 
lieved. 

The two men met just below the 
mid- 
night and appeared to have be- 
come Involved in 2 quarrel. ‘The 
exuet nature of the argument is 
not known but the two men Sost 
their tempers ‘and revolvers were 
drawn, For the next few moments 
the two watchmen exchanged shots 
with each other both firings prac- 
tically simultancously , although it 
is not known which of the two Was 
the first ‘to draw. ; 

One man discharged six . shots 
from his revolver while the other 
fired four rounds. Lai Chuen, the 
man coming off duty, was wounded 
in the’ abdomen, 1s well as in the 
right arm, and jristantly collapsed 
when he revteived ‘the more serious 
wound. Shiu Kwan-chiu was not 
seriously hurt, receiving a shot in 
the left elbow,

found that Lai Chuen was i a 
critienl condition and dying Ct 
positions were taken later in the 
morning.

DISMISSED. 


CHARGE CONSIDERED NOT 
SUFFICIENTLY PROVED 


“The onus is on the prosecution 
to prove their case beyond any 
reasonnble doubt, but I don’t think 
that thoy have discharged that 
duty," remarked Mr, Fraser at the 
Kowloon Magistracy on Saturday.

Hillyer, Chicf Junk Inspector at 
the Harbour Office, a tea-sct on 
Soptember G6 with a view to in- 
fluencing his conduct as a Govern- 

. ment servant. ek 

It was alleged by the prosceu- 
tion that after a permit:for his 
junk had been cancelled, defendant 
went to the: house of the com- 
plainont with a tea-set, which he 
left with the house boy, saying 
that “Mr. Hillyer knew what! it 
was all about.” 

This permit allowed his junk to 

. leave the harbour at any time for 
Lokmachau and other ports ‘in 
Chinese waters without’ first ob- 
taining permission from the Har- 
bour Master. It was a monthly 
permit and. wag issued to the de- 
fendant during the months of July 
and August. At the end of August, 
however, the Harbour Master con- 
sidered that .the number of trips 
made by the defendant's vessel did 
not justify this permit being re- 
newed and accordingly the permit 
way cancelled. £ 

Application Refused 
As a result of this, it was alleg- 
ed that the defendant had been to 
the Harbour Offce. repeatedly to 
see Mr. Hillyer, who at last — re- 
ferred him to the Harbour Master. 
Defendant went to see the Harbour 
Master, but it was of no avail, his 
application again being refused, 
» Mr, Hillyer testified to having 
met defendant only officially and 
said he did not include him in his 
(circle of friends, “On making in- 
quiries at the,end of August; he 
found that, defendant’s junk had 
made only five trips in July and 
11 in August.

Over-elaboration. 


Musie in the Church had been 
sometimes over-vlaborate, some- 
times poor and werk, and the 
worst period in the history of 
Churth musie in England was 
about 75 years ago, the period of 
decadent art. It had been said 
that no form of-art had been over- 
run by unqualified amateurs as 
english Church music was be- 
tween the years 1860 and 1900. 
It required little skill to write and 
litle skill _to produce. In. the 
Church of England, hymns form- 
ed the bulk of the regular music, 
and it-had been said that many, 
hymns of that period were marked 
by a mentality which must have 
tended to depress the ‘spiritual 
vigour of those who sang them, 
Many people clung to the old 
favourites and. in some cases 
rightly so, The real old favourites 
were those which had lasted for 
centuries, but there were many 
unworthy hymns which had 
already lasted too long. We had 
at our disposal, nowadays,’ a 
wealth of lovely music which had 
been recovered by experts during 
the last 25 years, and one could 
find collections of them in the 
newer hymnals,. There was, of 
course, 3 place for devotional 
‘music, wonderful hymns they so 
seldom used. ° ‘

The Reconstructed Organ. 


When‘St. Andrew's church was 
opened in 1906 no organ was in- 
stalled and at first a harmonium 
was hired. In 1907 an American 
organ was purchased forthe sum 
of $175 and this instrument was 
used until 1911. In January 1910, 
the Church Vestry ‘decided to open 
an organ fund with a view to 
securing an organ worthy of the 
Church. It was eatimated that 
the sum required would be about 
$5,000, and at a Vestry mecting 
held in March 1910.it was  an- 
nounced that this sum had been 
raised. Tenders were invited 
from three English firms, and that 
of Messrs. J. W. Walker and Sons 
was accepted. The organ was 
built in England under the super- 
vision of Mr. B. L. Frost a mem- 


ber of the Vestry, who went on} 


furlough at that time. Upon 
completion -it . was- dismantfed, 
murked for re-erecting, packed and 
shipped to Kowloon, where it was 
erected in St. Andrew’s Church by 
Mr. Tsang Fook, assisted by 
Messrs. Frost, Dunctn and Chap- 
an, 
The dedication ceremony took 
place on June 24th, 1911, and was 
performed by Right Rev. G. H 
Lander, D.D., Bishop of Victoria.

Council decided that steps should 
be taken to remedy the defects, 
and to mark the fact of 1931 being 


I] the 25th Anniversary of the con- 


secration of the Church, it was 
agreed that the organ should be 
enlarged and reconstructed with 
tubular-pneumatic action. Accord- 
ingly, a fund was opened in March, 
and Mr. W. C. Blackett, the builder 
of several organs in. the colony, in- 
eluding that in St. John’s 
Cathedral, was asked to draw up a 
scheme for rebuilding the instru- 
ment. The work was put in hand 
in June, 1931, and from December 
1931 until June 19382 the organ 


was out of action, and a piano and, 


a small organ were installed in 
the choir. The completed instru- 
ment is 2 trihute to. the skill and 
experience of Mr, Blackett. The 
required sum, $7,600 was complete- 
ly raised by October 1931. 

A feature of the work is the 
fact that although the organ has 
been. considerably enlarged, there 
has been no encroachment on the 
floorspace of the Church or 
Vestry. This had. been’ made 
possible by the placing of the new 
choir organ over the passage from 
the clergy vestry into the Church, 
and, the raising of the Pedal 
Bourbon pipes to an _ overherd 
position in: the Vestrv to make 
room for the new pedal. open 
diapason. The great organ has 
been projected. forwards and up- 
wards on 2 cove, improving the 
appearance of the organ front.

GOLD AND STERLING 


The question of whether, © and, 
if so, when, Britain should return 
to the gold standard is still form- 
ing the subject of controversy at 
Home, but the general impression 
appears to be that no decision 
ought to be taken at present 
about the future value of sterling 
in terms either of gold or dollars. 
This is lysed. on the point that 
no-one yet knows, and cannot 
know, what the future value of 
cither gold or dollars in terms of 
oods is Hkely to be. One authori- 
ty thinks that Britain can reasona- 
bly seek to manage the American 
exchunge so as to prevent un- 
necessary short-term . fluctuations 
and work in with the American 
authorities in bringing “reflation” 
about, holding that such a policy 
will beé-mutually beneficial, But 
he feels that no long-term decisions 
about the value of sterling 'should 
be made for some time to come. 

There is every possibility “that 
in the course of Britain’s experi- 
ments in. short-term ‘currency 
mana:ement a. method will be hit 
upon ‘which will make permanent- 
ly unnecessary any return to the 
gold standard in the old sense. 
In the past, the strongest part 
of the case in favour of the gold 
standard was based on the argu- 
ment that, in the interests of-trade, 
the. relative values. of national 
currencies ought to be nearly’ 


Jcnough known in advance to enable 


buyers avd.sellors of goods across 
national frontiers to make reliable 
catimates of their receipts in rela: 
tion to their costs of production. 
This necd, however, could be met 
sufficiently for most purposes if 
the short-term fluctuations of the 
exchanges could be kept within 
narrow limits, as they were under 
the gold standard. A similar 
policy of short-term stabilisation 
of the exchanges, combined with 
the powor to vary them in accord- 
ance with changes in long-term 
forces, could be pursucd—oas it 
will presumably be -pursucd . now 


why thoy should not keep the power 
to make long-term adjustments ‘in 
the. sterling valuo’of, their cur- 
rencies, while pegging tho ex- 
changes over short poriods by the 
familiar method of holding sterling 
bhlances in London, just as Britain 
now holds ~ dollar — balances 
in New York. It: fs true that 
long-term stability matters in 
respect of international debts; but 
existing! long-term debts, will- 
clearly have to be readjusted, and 
new debt arrangements could be 
made to fit in with the new condi- 
tions, ss, 

The “sterling area’ thus en-| 
visaged would include as. many 
Empire countries as are prepared 
to come in; but would ‘be open 
equally to other countries, such 
as the Scandinavians, the South 
Americans, or some of them, and 
perhaps the countries of Central 
Europe which are now on the verge 


fof currency depreciation. Such a 


“sterling area’ would not be a 
purely British concern, It would 
become the concern of. all 
the: countries included within 
the sroup, wand some form of 
consultation between the monetary 
authorities of these countries would 
have to be devised—perhaps, 1s the 
forerunner of the long-awaited in- 


+ | ternational authority for managing 


the monetary affairs‘of “he whole 
world, 


The Split in the Labour Party 


The breach between the Indepen- 
dent Labour Party and the official 
Labour Party was long in coming— 
so long, in fact that the final plunge 


‘lwas little more than n formality. 


The two wings of the party yave 
been at variance for years, Out- 
ward unity haa by no means con- 
cealed the inward disorder. Both 
tections will breathe more frecly 
now that neither hay to maintain 
appearances. In the pust, the I.L.P. 
provided the driving foree of the 
Labour movement. Its ranks were 
mainly recruited. from the intellec- 
tuals to whom Socialism appealed 
as an attractive philosophy. The 
other, or Trade Union wing, con- 
sisted of those whose socialistic 
theories were strongly tinged 
with the practical determination 
to raise the standard of living of 
the industrial worker. While the 
Labour movement was still in its 
teens the two sections worked 
together fairly comfortably in 
double harness. Indeed they 
made such remarkable progress 
that by 1924 they actually found 
themselves in office. From that 
time, however, dates a.steady 
trickle away from doctrinaire to, 
and even beyond, the orthodox 
Labour tencts. Mr. Ramsay ‘Mac- 
Donald and Viscount Snowden, 
for instance, both started .their 
Political careers. jn the I. L. P. 
They are now us much to the right 
of the main body as they were 
formerly to the Ieft. Other one- 
time leaders of the J.L-P., like Mr. 
J. R,.Clynes, the ‘former Home 
Seerctary, are now pillars . of 
Labour orthodoxy. The latest de- 
cision has pushed others in the 
same direction, notably Mr. E.. F. 
Wise, the English economic ad- 
viser of the Soviet Co-operative 
Societies. The I. L. P. group,’ 
after the minority which refuses 
to cut adrift from the Labour 
Party has ‘gont, is neither very 
large nor very influential. . It in- 
cludes a dow, well-known parlia~ 
Tentarinns lke Mr. James Max- 
ton and Mr. Frederick W. Jowett, 
Commissioner of Works in the 
first Labour. Government. . But 
they have at most 20,000 enrolled 
supporters—a more fraction of 
thelr erstwhilo comrades on the 
right, and actually fower perhaps 
than the Communists, on thoir 
loft. It-is indeod difficult to, see 
How the tattered remnant of. tho 
LL. P. is gaing to maintain on 
independent -poxition between: its 
two"-neiphbours.":‘Thoe left cannot

I THINK it is undoubted that 
‘people aro asking—especlally 
thoughtful young people—that the 
Church srould restate in elear.and 
definite fashion what its creed is, 
and what intellectual and moral de- 
manda it makes‘upon those who join 
its fellowingship.. ae 

This statement of crecd, it is 
said, should be given in clear, aim- 
ple, untechnical and unequivocal 
terms—in other words, the Church's 
creed should be both simplified and 
modernised. The question [s—Can 
this bo-dono with gain or, at least, 
without serious loss? 

Ono must remember, of course, 
that there is such a thing a8 o 
“false simplicity.” No one, for 
instance, can make Einstein's 
Theory of Relativity cither simple 
or easy. In the same way, no onc 
can mako a ddctrino of Divine Pro- 
vidence or a theory of, the Atone- 
ment a mero matter for babes. In 
tho last resort, anyone joining the 
Church is expected to think as well 
as belleve! To talk of making 
abstract thinking ‘about God, the 
universe, and the human soul either 
“simple” or “ensy” is merely non- 
sense. In other words, one cannot 
simplify big things beyond a cer- 
tain point without altering their 
quality. . : 

Further, J-hope that this modern 
ery for a simplified creed docs not 
apring from any foolish objection 
to a creed as such. A creed is only 
arranged, ordered, nnd codified 
thinking: J£ we have any thinking 
at all, we must define and delimit it. 
Some pcople scem to rear up against 
erceds jn religion while they de- 
mund them imperiously everywhere 
else—say, in politics,- philosophy, 
economics, and cthics. A politician, 
for instance would’ not have a dog's 
chance with hia constituency unless 
he had a detailed programme, or 
what we call “ao platform.” But 
what is a crecd except the Church’s 
programme and plintform? A 
Church without a definite ereed of 
j some kind would not be an or- 
ganism, but only a kind of chaos! 


The Necd for Change. 


With this said, I agree. that a 
modernised and simplified creed is 
fully justified. The present erecds 
of the Church represent the mental 
thinking of the fourth or fifth cen- 
turies—and this is the twentieth. 
Besides, in any case, a creed ought 
to be fluid, if the promise. of. the 
Holy Spirit is true that He will lead 
us dnto all truth. The argument 
for change or revisal muy be briefly 
summarised’ as follows :— 

1. Our present creeds are diverse 
and even contradictory in their de- 
finitions and statements. 

2. They: are antiquated in’ form 
and expression as well as in 
thought, . 

3, They are naturally coloured by 
the philosophical terms and “ideus 
of their own day, now largely dis- 
carded, ee 

4. They.are too long, too defined, 
and generally too controversial. 

6. They were designed, unfor- 
tunately, not to make a simple state- 
ment to include and excommunicate 
doubtful people. Indeed, the saddest 
thing in Church history is that our 
creeds and confessions were evolved 
in some desperate crisis of conten- 
tion as much to exclude and de- 
nounce antagonists as to include all 
the faithful who owed a sincere 
loyalty to Jesus. : 

Most. ministers of-my acquaint- 
ance would gladly welcome a short, 
modern, cumprehensive statement 
of Christian belief—one that would

Back to ‘Apostolic Simplicity. 


In the early dpostolic days, a very 
simple test or creed’ was demanded 
trom those who joined the Christian 
fellowship. Thnt creed fs reflected 
in various passages in the New 
Testament. It ran‘something like 
this:—"Do yo. own Jesus as 
Lord?” Only .in Jater, days, with 
the rigo of various heresies and the 
impact of pagan philosophy, was 
this simple formula defined, ampli- 
fied, and theologised. 


Personally, I should have no, 


hesitation in going back to that 
simple creed. Christ’s only test to 
Peter’ was, “Lovest thou Mo?" 
Jesus did not ask a disciple to have 
fixed and precise notions about Him 
before He asked the man to follow 
Him. Some people may reply that 
such a simple test would leave too 
much room for radical and crucial 
differences within the communion. 
But I submit two things:— 

1, That there ought to be room 
for the exercise of Christian intel- 
ligenco on all intellectual! concerns 
where difference fs natural. 

2, If a man loves Jesus, follows 
Him, and owns Him.as Lord | 
have no business to say that he has 
no part in Hinf, even if he doeg not 
regard Jesus exactly as Ido, . 

It is true that our Lord asked, 
“Whom gay ye that I am?” but He 
did not make the answer to that 
question a test of orthodoxy. Dis- 
cipleship with Jesus was rather a 
kind of spiritual life than a kind 
of intellectual uniformity!

» PREVIOUS ACTS. 


In support of this contention 
reference was made to a dictum~ 
(revorded there in the argument) 
in the report of: °R, v Ball” 1911 
A.C. at p. 68 by Lord Atkinson 
Which is as follows: “Surely in 
an ordinary prosecution for mur- 
der you can prove previous acts 
or words of the accused to show 
he entertained feelings of enmity 
towards the deceased, and that is 
evidence not merely of the 
malicious mind with which he 
killed the “deceased, but of the 


fuct that he killed him. You can 
give in evidence the enmity of the 
uceused towards the deceased's. ; 
life... Evidence .of motive . neces- 
surily goes to prove the fact of 
homicide by the accused ...." 

This dictum was also repeated 


by. Lord Atkinson (in “Thompson 
v The King” 1918 A.C. at p. 227). 
‘where he suid in his judgment :—- 
“In a case of homicide ....' 
evidence. is admissible to prove 
that the accused entertained feel- 
ings of. hatred towards, or a 
desire to be revenged upon the 
deceased, in order to prove that 
he killed the deceased, not merely 
quo animo he did so.” , 

This dictum, as it seems'to me, 
cun only be interpreted to mean 
that when a homicide has been 
proved, enmity’ against the de- 
ceased may be used to connect an 
accused person with it. (See also 
13 Halsbury “Laws of England” 
p, 447 par. 621). : ‘ 


FURTHER AUTHORITY. 


_ The matter has been stated also 
in 9 Halsbury "Laws of England” 
p. 378 par. 740 in the following 
terms:—“The prosecution must 
first give a satisfactory proof of 
the corpus delicti i.e, that- the 
offence charged has been committ- 
ed by someone. The prosecution 
must proye that the defendant is 
the person who committed the 
offence charged. Any facts which 
affirmatively prove ofther of theso 
Propositions are relevant evidence 
for the -prosecution.” grail 1s 
In neither of the two cases re- 
ported, from which the dictum of 
Lord Atkinson has been: quoted, 
was the ovidence then under dis- 
cussion admitted to prove the 
corpus deticti, é 


The proper use of the cvidence 
of hostility in the present caso: 
is to establish the identity of the. 
accused with the offender sought 
to be identified, and the evidence 
is held ‘admissible for ; this 
Purpose. :

The two men met just below the 
West Point Police Station at mid- 
night and appeared to have be- 
come involved in’ a quarrel, The 


- exact nature of the argument is 


not known but the two men lost 
their tempers and revolvers were 
drawn. For the next few moments 
the two watchmen exchanged shots 
with ench other both fining prac- 
tically simultancously athough it 
is not known whieh of the two was 
the first to draw... 

One man discharged six 
from his reyolver while the other 
fired four rounds. Lai Chueh, the 
min coming off duty, was wounded 
in the abdomen, as well as in the 
right arm, and instantly collapsed 
when he received the more serious 
wound. Shiu Kwan¢hiu was not 
aoriously hurt, receiving a shot in 
the left elbow. é 

When the two men Were remov- 
ed to hospital by the Police of the 
West Point Police Station it was 
found that Lai Chuen was in a 
critical. condition and dying  de-. 
positions were taken Sater in the 
morning. He died shortly’ after 8

PLEA BY DEAN AT-ST. 
ANDREW'S CHURCH 


A plea for better Church music 
was made by the Very Rev. Dean 
A. Swann at St. Andrew's Church, 
Kowloon, yesterday morning, on 
the occasion of the dedication of. 
the re-constructed organ, , 

Worship, the Dean said, was nn: 
‘attitude of body, mind and spirit, 
and “when we worshipped God we 
‘had;towards him that attitude! 
Referring to Church music, Denn; 
‘Swann sald it was impossible to’ 
over-estimate the part . which 
music played'in our worship, par- 
ticularly in the Church of Eng; 
jand, and, thereford, to over- 
estimate the part played by those 
who are responalble for the music. 
A grent responsibility fell on 
those who chose the music ‘and 
those who performed it—the cholr, 
organ and congregation. Music 
was 2 great bond betweon ‘the 
Christian peoples; it lifted ‘them 
above the level of controversy’ to 
the leyel of affirmation. He did 
not want them to forget that 
primarily service wan an offering. 
not. receiving. In all ‘their ~ wor- 
ship, therefore, their music must 
be the best they conld offer, the 
best they knew and the best they 
could make. It was impossible to 
spend too much trouble about the 
selection of their Church ‘music 
or-‘ubout its performance. There 
must be no vanity in worship; 
membera-of the congregation must, 
sing, not for their own glory, but 
for the glory of God. 


\ Over-cliboration. 


Music in the Church had been 
sometimes © over-elaborate, -some- 
times poor and -weuk, and the 
worst period in ‘the history of 
Church music in England was 
about 75 yeurs age, the period of 
decadent, art. It ‘had been anid 
that no form of art had been-oer- 
run by unquitlified amateurs as 
fnglish Church music was be- 
tween the years 1860 and 1900. 
It required little skill to write and 
little skill to proguce. In the 
Church »f Hngland, hymns‘ form- 
ed the balk of the -regular: music, 
and it had been said that many 
hymns of that period were’ marked 
by a-mentality which must; have 
tended to depress the apiritual 
vigour of those who sang ‘them. 
Many people clung to the - oid 
‘favourites und in some cases 
tightly so, ‘The real. did faveurites 
were those which hau lasted for 
ctenturies, but there avere «many 
uinworthy hymns -which < had 
already Jasted too long. We'had; 
als our disposal, nowadays,’ -a 
witalth of Jovely music which hdd 
be en recovered by experts drring 
th: last 25 yeurs, and one could 
find collections of then in the 
nevver hymnals.. There was, of 
cou tse, a: place for .devotlonal 
mus ic, wonderful hymns they sd 
seldiom used, 

In concluding his aduress, the
